Friday the union must 
stand trial next Monday. 
If found guilty of contempt, the 
union faces huge penalties. The 
UMW has paid $2,130,000 in fines 
in the past three years for violat­ 
ing court anti-strike decrees. 
No Appropriate Action 
The Justice department charged 
that it has done so again by allow­ 
ing the current walkout to con­ 
tinue since Judge Keech issued a 
temporary restraining order against 
the shutdown on February 11.

Some 350.000 of John L Lewis’ 
bituminous diggers were stirred to 
fresh anger by the government's 
charge of civil and criminal con­ 
tem pt for refusing to obey a fed­ 
eral edict to return to work. 
The United, Mine W orkers union 
—Lewis was not mentioned— has 
been directed to show cause next 
Monday why it should not be found 
guilty of the charge, which car­ 
ries with it a penalty of heavy 
fines. 
With a coal famine 
of 
grave 
magnitude in the offing, em er­ 
gency conservation measures and 
production cutbacks were the rule 
across the country. 
It is estimated that there is less 
than a week's supply of soft coal 
left in the nation's bins.

New Bomb Tests 


Being Planned 


Hope To Learn O f 


H-Bomb Problem 


WASHINGTON, Feb. 21.— (INS) 
—U. S. military authorities expect 
to learn the scientific answers to 
the hydrogen bomb problem when 
they detonate atom bombs in im­ 
minent tests at Eniwetok atoll. 
The tests on the Pacific atoll are 
being prepared in an atmosphere 
of super-seerecy by the Defense 
dep artm en t’s “joint task force No. 
3”, under the command of Air 
Force Lt. Gen. El wood R 
Ques- 
ada. 
Dates and nearly all details con­ 
cerning the tests are “classified”. 
Beyond the fact that more than 
one bomb will be exploded, no offi­ 
cial information is available. 
One government scientist 
said, 
however, that it w'ould 
be “re­ 
m arkable” if the scheduled atomic 
explosions were not used to test 
theories concerning the projected 
H-bomb. 
He pointed 
out 
that A-bomb 
tests were held only once every 
two years, and that heat such as 
that produced by an atomic explo­ 
sion can be created on earth in no 
other way.

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Catholics To Start Lent 
Observance On Wednesday 


POSES W ITH FOURTEENTH BRIDE 


lA'nt, one of the most im portant 
Reasons of the liturgical yeur, be­ 
gins in the Roman Catholic Church 
on Ash Wednesday, February 22 
With the four Sundays "of Lent 
and Passion and Palm Sunday de­ 
ducted, there are only 36 peni­ 
tential days in the six complete 
weeks of Lent, so th at in order to 
obtain the full n u m b er of 40 days, 
th e four days preceding the first 
Sunday of L ent are added, thereby 
making the Lenten season begin 
on a Wednesday. 
Lent Divided In Two Part* 
Lent divided itself info two parts 
T he first commences on Ash Wed­ 
nesday and ends on Passion Sun­ 
day. The second and more solemn 
part extends from Passion Sunday 
until noon of Holy Saturday, the 
end of Lent. 
These 
two weeks, 
term e d “the great fornight" are 
called 
Passion 
time. 
The 
many 
r h a n g e s in the liturgy in Lent serve 
to show the mind of church that 
th e spirit of penance has become 
m ore intense in this season 
The solemnization of marriage 
is forbidden. The liturgical color is 
purple, the sign of penitence. Al­ 
tars remain bare of flowers and 
decorations. Except for the fourth 
Sunday in Lent and before the 
G loria of the mass on Holy T hurs­ 
day and after the Gloria on Holy 
Saturday, the organ is silent, nor 
is any musical accom paniment al­ 
lowed unless necessary to support 
the singing. 
Most pronounced, however, are 
the changes in the celebration of 
Lenten mass. Purple vestments 
used The Gloria and Alleluia 
suppressed 
Special prefaces 
said, one for the first part of 
L ent, another for Passion time. A 
prayer is added after the post-com­ 
munion oration called the “ Prayer 
O ver the People,” beginning with 
this call to humility, “bow down 
your heads before G od.”
